Dear Mr. Tobias: 

On June 14, 2019, you filed a Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request seeking the 
following: 

Any and all written or electronic communications, including email attachments and 
meeting notes or schedules, between Karen Budd-Falen and any agent, 
representative, board member, employee or official with the Wyoming Natural 
Resource Foundation, an organization for which Budd-Falen was formerly a member 
of the board of directors. This request seeks records produced since Ms. Budd-Falen 
joined the Interior Department. 

On June 17, 2019, we acknowledged your request and advised you of your fee status under the 
FOIA. We are writing to respond to your request on behalf of the Office of the Secretary. After 
a search reasonably calculated to uncover all relevant documents, it has been determined that the 
Office of the Secretary has no records responsive to your request. 

Clarice Julka, Office of the Secretary, FOIA Officer, is responsible for this denial. 

You may appeal this response to the Department’s FOIA/Privacy Act Appeals Officer. If you 
choose to appeal, the FOIA/Privacy Act Appeals Officer must receive your FOIA appeal no 
later than 90 workdays . Appeals arriving or delivered after 5 p.m. Eastern Time, Monday 
through Friday, will be deemed received on the next workday. 

Your appeal must be made in writing . You may submit your appeal and accompanying 
materials to the FOIA/Privacy Act Appeals Officer by mail, courier service, fax, or email. All 
communications concerning your appeal should be clearly marked with the words: "FREEDOM

OF INFORMATION APPEAL." You must include an explanation of why you believe the 
Office of the Secretary’s response is in error. You must also include with your appeal copies of 
all correspondence between you and Office of the Secretary concerning your FOIA request 
including your original FOIA request and Office of the Secretary's response. Failure to include 
with your appeal all correspondence between you and Office of the Secretary will result in the 
Department's rejection of your appeal, unless the FOIA/Privacy Act Appeals Officer determines 
(in the FOIA/Privacy Act Appeals Officer’s sole discretion) that good cause exists to accept the 
defective appeal. 

Please include your name and daytime telephone number (or the name and telephone number of 
an appropriate contact), email address and fax number (if available) in case the FOIA/Privacy 
Act Appeals Officer needs additional information or clarification of your appeal.
